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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the election of species requirement in the reply filed 
on November 17, 2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 1 and 21 
are generic and the search is not burdensome. This is not found persuasive because even if 
claims are generic, the dependent claims drawn to different species (or embodiments) which are 
obvious in view of each other are patentably distinct. In the instant application, the claims of 
dependent claims are drawn to patentably distinct species. The search for the different thread 
arrangements involve searching details not encompassed in the other. The search is therefore 
different and burdensome. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 15-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on November 
17, 2005. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds the word limit. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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5. Claims 1,3,5,7, 9, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by de 
Pous etal. (US 5,398,830). 

First component (2) has at least two protruded portions (1 1 ) having a predetermined 
lead angle and a second component (4) having at least two protruded portions, at least one of 
the protruded portions having a different lead angle from the lead angle of the protruded 
portions of the first component, wherein the protruded portions frictionally engage upon 
application of the first and second components to one another. It is noted the protruded 
portions of the lid become threads upon application to the container neck. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-14 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takeuchi et al (JP 53-025849). 

Takeuchi teaches the claimed fastening device and method except for at least two 
protruded portions on each of the component members. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide at least two protruded portions on each of the component 
members, since it has been held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device 
involves only routine skill in the art. Doing so provides a more secure engagement between the 
protruded portions and component members. 

Regarding the specific angles set forth in the instant claims, it is unclear from the 
Japanese disclosure if the specified angles are disclosed. The drawings do illustrate the angle 
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is relatively small. Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide the predetermined angle as set forth in the instant 
claims, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable 
involves only routine skill in the art or within the specified range, since it has been held that 
where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or 
workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
